W a«hingt<>n, Jane 4.—The record of 
the first session of the Fifty-sixth con* 
gross is now practically closed, and it is 
possible to survey the important work it 
has accomplished daring the last six 
m onths. 
It lias been a busy congress, 
busiest, according to veteran officials, in 
m any years. 
In some respects the work 
bas been less exciting than that of the 
preceding congress, which covered the 
dram atic period when war was declared 
Against Spain, and also the period of 
reconstruction and treaty making with 
8pain following the successful close of 
the war. 
Iii work actually accom­ 
plished and started toward accomplish­ 
m ent, the record of tile present session 
stands well in comparison witn the most 
energetic congresses. 
Our new territorial possessions have 
received 
much attention aud while 
there has been no definite action as to 
as to the 
Philippines 
or Caba, a 
form of government, aud a means of 
raising revenue lins been provided for 
Porto Hico, and a comprehensive terri­ 
torial form of government lins ix*en 
given to Hawai i. The financial act lins 
made im portant changes in tile laws re­ 
lating to the parity of metals, the 
Ixmded indebtedness, national Iniuks 
aud the security of the treasury by a 
gold reserve. 
The Nicaraguan canal 
bill hah passed the house aud is on the 
calendar of the senate ready tor at ten 
lion when congress reconvenes. 
The 
a n titru st bill is similarly advanced. The 
trust constitutional amendm ent has a 
defeat recorded against it. 
The Pacific ca Pie measure has |Missed 
the senate and is aw aiting filial action 
iu the house. 
Tho exclusion of Prig 
ham H. Hobart, from a seat in tho 
house because of ins polygamous status, 
the refusal of tile senate to admit Mr. 
Cairny on appointment of the governor 
of Peiuisylvonia, and 
the sensational 
charge, investigation and developments 
iii the senate in the case of Air. Chark, 
of Montana, have added some exciting 
personal phases to the session. 
Investi­ 
gations huvo been profile, including tile 
inquiry into the Coner d ’Alene m ining 
riots in Idaho, the various inquiries on 
polygamy growing out of the Huberts 
case, and more recently tin* senate in* 
vestigut iou of t he postal ami ut lier ir­ 
regularities iu Cuba. 
The total of appropriations eanuot yet 
be statist with exactness, as five bills 
are pending, but it is approximately 
$700,000,000 for the session. 
The senate, in executive session, has 
been occupied to a considerable extent 
w ith im{M>rtaut treaties. 
Of these the 
treaties w ith Great Britain aud G er­ 
many closing the tripartite governmeu 
in Samoa aud awarding to the United 
Slates tile island of Tatuila. with its 
valuable luirbor of [‘ago Pago, 1ms been 
ratified, while tho com m ercial recip 
rocuty treaties with France and the 
British West Indian islands, and the 
Hay * Pa unco f Ute treaty concerning the 
inter-oceanic canal, go over without 
action. 
Of tho legislation actually accom­ 
plished and now OII the statute books, 
the financial aid is regarded as the chief 
Achievement of the year. 
Au ai t providing a tariff lo per cont 
of the Ding ley rate for Porto Hico and 
providing civil government passed, also 
on the president s recommendation ail 
act was [Missed appropriating for tim 
use of Porto Hico, the $l,0U6,4<i5 eol- 
lected from island sources since its ae- 
quisitioli. 
An aid a lso [Missed to provide a gov­ 
ernm ent for the territory of Hawaii. 
The Philippines and Caba have occu­ 
pied much attent nm in the way of de­ 
bate and tho adoption of resolutions of 
inquiry. 
The Spooner Philippiue bill 
failed to U* acted upon. 
The only legis­ 
lation an to Gutta ie of a comparatively 
m inor choroid or, 
relining to Cuhau 
shipping. 
The extradition bill, applying to all 
insular possession® and deiHmdeneies, 
has [MissisI Im»tii house-' aud doubtless 
become a kl w. 
It is designed mal u lt 
to reach cases like that id Charles F. 
VV. Neely. 
The Nicaraguan canal bill and the 
shipping nu I »mly bill are notable in­ 
stances of i 
i 
aition partly advanced 
during the present session, hut uot e n ­ 
acted into law. 
The canal hill pasatxl 
the house and was made the special 
order in Hie senate beginning December 
IO, next. 
Th© shipping bill ut on tho 
calendar ol ouch house wit ii favorable 
recommendation from a m ajority m em ­ 


bership of Hie d ila te and nous© com­ 
mittees. 
Anti-trust legislation lias come promi­ 
nently into attention in the house at the 
clos*5 of the session, the house having 
passed a new anti-trust bill and defeated 
a constitutional amendment. 
The se nate has passed a hill for a cable 
to the Philippines and beyond, to lie 
constructed and m aintained under gov­ 
ernment control, but no action irns been 
taken on it in the house. 
The restriction of oleomargarine has 
been productive of considerable agita­ 
tion, m ainly in committees, and a rad­ 
ical restrictive bill has been reported to 
the house. 
The general pi* ti si on laws have bi en 
materially changed by the 
present 
congress, largely us a result of the ef­ 
forts of the Grand Army of the Repin - 
la which secured the [manage of a Dill 
amending the law of June 27, 1890, so 
as to perm it the “aggregating’] of dis­ 
abilities, and changing ria* provision as 
to widows so that a widow may receive 
pension when -de is without means of 
HUpjiort other than her daily labor, and 
bad an actual net income not exceeding 
#250, c c. 
Tho “ free homes” act has at last 
become a law. 
It provides for the pa­ 
tenting of homesteads on the public 
lands acquired from the Indians, on 
the [laymen t of tie usual fees and no 
other or further charges. 
This opens to 
free homestead entry m any millions of 
acres of public lauds in the west, here­ 
tofore sold at stated figures per acre. 
Another measure passed of some gen­ 
eral interest perm its the secretary of 
agricultor# to restore game birds, Wilton 
are 
becoming extinct, aud provides 
means for the restriction of traffic in 
dead animals, birds, etc., from state to 
state, the latter provision being in part 
designed to limit the destruction of 
song birds for the sale of their plumage. 
Among other miscellaneous acts of the 
session are those for the preservation o f 
the historic frigate Constitution and for 
extending the work of the twelfth cen­ 
sus. 
Considerable legislation is carried on 
appropriation bills. 
Thew provisions in­ 
clude the amendm ent to the m ilitary 
academy bill, making the commanding 
general of the army a lieutenant gen­ 
eral, and the adjutant general of the 
army a m ajor general; also the am end­ 
ment to the sundry civil bill appropriat­ 
ing $5,000,000 for the St. Gnus exposi­ 
tion. 
Both of these hills are still pend­ 
ing. 
The naval appropriation hill adds two 
battleships, three 
armored 
cruisers, 
three protected cruisers and five sub­ 
marine boats to the naval strength and 
may include? so cial legislation, as to 
armor pluto anil a governm ent plant. 
The other appropriation hills in the 
main carry the usual government sup­ 
plies. 
The Alaska oode bill, giving a com­ 
plete civil system of laws to the terri­ 
tory, has passed both houses a id un­ 
doubtedly will become a law. 
Other measures which have passed 
one house or the other, but which are 
still pending, include those for the elec­ 
tion of senators by the [>eople; authoriz­ 
ing the president to appoint a commit­ 
tee to study commercial conditions in 
China aud Ja[>an; for increasing the ef­ 
ficiency of the arm y by making staff 
service iii the corps tem porary; extend­ 
ing the eight-hour law; increasing the 
annual allowance to the m ilitia of the 
country from $100,000 to $1,000,000.

Bom bay, June 4.—Louis Klopsch, of 
New Y'ork, publisher of The Christian 
Herald, who arrived here May 14 aud 
started at once on a tour of the famine 
stricken districts, has returned, after 
traveling through the most sorely sm it­ 
ten portions of the Bombay presidency, 
including G ujerat aud 
Barolda. 
He 
makes the following statem ents regard­ 
ing his observations: 
“ Everywhere I m et the most shock­ 
ing ami revolting scenes. 
The fam ine 
camps have been swept by cholera and 
smallpox. 
Fugitives, scattered in all 
directions and stricken in flight, were 
found dying iii fields 
and roadside 
lite bes. 
The num bers at one relief sta­ 
ll' »u were increasing at the rate of 10,- 
000 ]j«r day. 
“ At Godhera there were 3,000 deaths 
from cholera w ithin four days, and at 
Dohad 3,500 in the same period. 
The 
hospital death rate at Godhera aud 
Dohad was OO per cent. 
“ The condition of the stricken simply 
beggars description* 
Air and w ater 
w’ere im pregnated w ith an intolerable 
stench of corpses. 
At Ahmedadab the 
death rate in the poorhouse was IO per 
cent. 
Every day 
saw new patients 
placed face to face w ith corpses. 
In 
every fourth cot there was a corpse. 
“ The therm om eter read 115 in the 
shade. 
Millions of flies hovered around 
th-- uncleaned dysentery patients. 
“ I visited the smallpox and cholera 
wards at Viragam. 
All the patients 
were lying oil the ground, there being 
no cots. 
Otherwise their condition was 
fair. 
“ I can fully verify the reports that 
vultures, dogs and jackals are devour­ 
ing the dead. 
Dogs have been seen 
running about w ith children’s limbs iii 
their jaw s. 
“ The governm ent is doing its best, 
but the native officials are helplessly 
anti heartily inefficient. 
Between the 
famine, the plague and the cholera, the 
condition of Bombay Presidency is now 
worse than it has' been at any previous 
period 
in 
the 
nineteenth century. 
Whole families have been blotted out. 
The spirit of the people is broken, and 
there m ay be som ething still worse to 
come when the auxin breaks.”

Aguinaldo 
had made his headquarters since March 
6, on May 7 
Aguinaldo had fled about 
seven hours before, leaving 
all the 
beaten trails aud traveling through the 
forest along the beds of streams. 
To­ 
w ard evening, May 19, Major March 
struck A guinaldos outpost about a mile 
outside of Lagat, killing four Filipinos 
and capturing two. 
From the latter he 
learned that Agniualdo had camped 
there for the night. 
Al though exhausted and half starved, 
M ajor M arch’s men entered Lagat on 
the run. 
They saw the insurgents scat­ 
tering into the bushes or over the pla­ 
teau. 
A thousand yards beyond the 
town, on the m ountainside, the figures 
of 25 Filipinos, dressed in w hite, with 
their leader on a gray horse, were sil­ 
houetted against the sunset. The Am eri­ 
cans tired a volley aud saw the officer 
drop from his horse. 
His followers fled, 
carrying the body. 
The Americans, on reaching the spot, 
caught the horse, which was richly sad­ 
dled. 
Blood from a badly wounded 
man was oil the anim al and on the 
ground. 
The saddle bags contained 
Aguinaldo’* diary and some private 
papers, including pnx'lainatious. 
One 
of these was addressed: 
“ To the Civilized Nations.** 
It pro­ 
tested turn inst the American occupation 
of the philippines. 
There were also 
found copies of Senator Beveridge’s 
speech, translated into Spanish and en- 
titled “ The Death Kuell of the Filipino 
People.*1 
Major March bellying that the Fili­ 
pinos had taken to a river which is a 
tributary to the Chico followed it for 
two days rem*bing Turn where he learn­ 
ed that a party of Filipinos bm I de­ 
scended the river May 20 on a raft with 
the body of a wounded man upou a 
litter, covered w ith palm leaves.

Then he went to sleep, 
aud when he aw oke at 7 tb? next 
morning he fouud Mr. LincoLi just 
where he iiad left him poring over 
his books and papers. 
The lamp was 
still burning, although it w as day­ 
light.

their triumph and feasting into captivi­ 
ty and lamentation. 
They m ight feast 
at will. 
And, ye gods, feast they did! 
No 
one who has not seen it would believe 
that tie* cubic capacity of a mackerel 
could possibly deal successfully with 
the number of sm all fish, he actually 
sw allow s. 
The way he conducts the 
operation of feasting is unique. 
Open­ 
ing his mouth wide, the mackerel darts 
in among the sm all fry, som e of which 
are perhaps one-third 
of 
his own 
length. 
In fin instant one of these Is 
to be seen sticking half in and half out 
of his mouth. Then the mackerel gives 
one gulp, and the victim has disappear­ 
ed.

S E TT IN G TIRES. 


The O ld W w y o f S hrin k ing T h e m on 
him! r ite M o d e r n W a y . 
'l’lie old way o f putting a tire ou a 
wheel w as to shrink it on. 
The tire 
w as made jc.*t a tribe sm aller than tile 
wheel and then heated, with the result 
of expanding it slightly. 
When thus 
heated it was crowded down over the 
rim of the wheel and then cooled with 
water to keep it from burning the 
w heel and also to contract it. 
Cool­ 
ing. it was shrunk on to bind the wheel 
tightly. The modern way of putting a 
tire on a wheel is with a hydraulic 
lire setting press. 
By tliis method the tire is made just 
a trifle larger than tile wheel, so that 
it w ill go over the rim freely. 
The 
bed of this press, upon which the 
wheel lies horizontally, with an open­ 
ing at the center for the hub, is com ­ 
posed of IS siv’tions. radiating from 
the center and in shape like the spaces 
between the spokes of a wheel. 
The 
outer end of each section is turned up­ 
ward, the turned up ends making a 
continuous flange, or collar, all around 
the bed of the press. 
Each one of the 
sections has limier it a hydraulic cylin­ 
der, and tile sections are all arranged 
to work to a common center. 
In use 
the wheel is laid on the press w ith the 
cold tire around it within that turned 
up collar, or tlauge, around the edge. 
When the press is set in operation, the 
collar, or flange, 1h irresistibly contract­ 
ed. 
When it com es in contact with the 
tire around the wheel, it does not brins 
up against it, but keeps on contracting 
just the same, now contracting tile 
tire as well ami setting it upon the 
wheel, the pressure being continued 
until the wheel itself has been brought 
to the requisite degree of dishing.-- 
New York Sun.

Busiest, So Officials Say, In 
Many Years. 


FINANCIAL 
LAW ACCOMPLISHED.

W ashington, Jam? 4.—Tho record of 
the first session of the Fifty-sixth con­ 
gress is now practically closed, aud it is 
possible to survey tho important work it 
has accomplished during the last six 
months. It lias been a busy congress, 
busiest, according to veteran officials, in 
jn&ny years. Iii some respects the work 
bas been less exciting than that of the 
preceding congress, which covered the 
dramatic period when war was declared 
•gainst Spain, and also the period of 
reconstruction and treaty making with 
Spain following the successful close of 
the war. 
In work actually accom­ 
plished and started toward accomplish­ 
ment, the record of the present session 
stands well in comparison with the most 
energetic congresses. 
Our new territorial possessions have 
received much attention aud while 
there has been no definite action as to 
as to the 
Philippines 
or Ouija, a 
form of government, aud a means of 
raising revenue lias been provided for 
Porto Hico, aud a comprehensive terri­ 
torial form of government lias been 
given to Hawai i. The tiuuucial act has 
made important changes in the laws re­ 
lating to the parity of metals, the 
bonded indebtedness, national banks 
aud the security of the treasury by a 
gold reserve. 
Tile Nicaraguan canal 
bill bas passed tile house and is on tho 
calendar of the senate ready for at ten 
tiou when congress reconvenes. 
The 
anti-trust bill is similarly advanced. The 
trust constitutional amendment has a 
defeat recorded against it. 
Tho Pacific cabio measure has passed 
the senate ami is awaiting filial action 
in the house. 
The exclusion of Brig 
ham H. Robert, from a scat in the 
house because of Ids polygamous status, 
the refusal of the senate to admit Mr. 
Quay ou appointment, of the governor 
of Peiiiisylvoina, and the sensational 
charge, investigation and developments 
m the senate in tile cuse of Mr. Clark, 
of Montana, have added some exciting 
personal phases to the session. Investi­ 
gations have been profile, including the 
inquiry iuto the Coucr d'Alene mining 
riots in Idaho, the various inquiries ou 
polygamy growing out of the Roberts 
case, and more recently the sonata in­ 
vestigation of the postal and other ir­ 
regularities in Cuba. 
The total of appropriations canuot yet 
be stated with exactness, as five bills 
are pending, but it is approximately 
$700,000,000 for the sessiou. 
The senate, in executive sessiou, has 
been occupied to a considerable extent 
with important treaties. Of these the 
treaties wiih (Treat Britain aud Ger­ 
many dosing the tripartite governmen 
in Samoa aud awarding to the United 
States the island of Tatuila. with its 
valuable harbor of Pago Pago, lias been 
ratified, while the commercial recip 
rocity treaties with France aud the 
British West Indian islands, aud the 
Hay-Pauucefote treaty concerning the 
inter-oeeauio canal, go over without 
action. 
Of the legislation actually accom­ 
plished aud now on the statute books, 
the financial act is regarded as the chief 
achievement of the year. 
An act providing a tariff 15 per cent 
of the Duigley rate for Porte Rico aud 
providing civil government passed, also 
on the president’s recommendation an 
act was passed appropriating for the 
use of Porte Rico, the $2.0115,4.15 col­ 
lected from island sources since its ac­ 
quisition. 
An act also passed to provide a gov­ 
ernment for the territory of Hawaii. 
The Phillippuies and Ouija have occu­ 
pied much attention in the way of de­ 
bate aud the adoption of resolutions of 
inquiry. The Spooner Philippine bill 
failed to be acted upon. The only legis­ 
lation as to Cuba is of a comparatively 
minor character, relating to Cuban 
shipping. 
The extradition bill, applying to all 
insular possessions and dependencies, 
has passed bot h houses aud doubtless 
become a law. 
It is designed mainly 
to roach cases like that of Charles F. 
W. Neely. 
The Nicaraguan canal bill and the 
shipping subsidy bill are notable in­ 
stances of ii*... aition partly advanced 
during the present' session, but not en­ 
acted iuto law. 
The canal bill passed, 
the house and was made the special 
order in rue senate beginning December 
IO, next. Tile shipping bill is oil the 
calendal- of each house with favorable 
recommendation from a majority mem­ 


bership of the senate and nouse com­ 
mittees. 
Anti-trust legislation has come promi­ 
nently into attention in the house at the 
close of the session, the house having 
passed a new anti-trust bill anddefeated 
a constitutional amendment. 
The senate has passed a bill for a cable 
to the Philippines aud beyond, to be 
constructed aud maintained under gov­ 
ernment control, but no action has been 
taken oil it in the house. 
The restriction of oleomargarine has 
been productive of considerable agita­ 
tion, mainly in committees, and a rad­ 
ical restrictive bill has been reported to 
the Infuse. 
The general pension laws have b< en 
materially changed by the 
present 
congress, largely as a result of tile ef­ 
forts of the Grand Army of the Repin - 
lie which secured tin* jrnssage of a bill 
amending the law of June 27, 181)0, so 
as to permit the “aggregating” of dis­ 
abilities, and changing the provision as 
to widows so that a widow may receive 
pension when she is without means of 
supjjort other than her daily labor, and 
had ail actual net income not exceeding 
$250, e c. 
The “ free homes” act has at last 
become a law. 
It provides for the pa­ 
tenting of homesteads on the public 
lands acquired from the Indians, on 
the payment of t ie usual fees and no 
other or further charges. This opens to 
free homestead entry many miiliens of 
acres of public lauds in the west, here­ 
tofore sold at stated figures per acre. 
Another measure passed of some gen­ 
eral interest permits the secretary of 
agriculture to restore game birds, whlon 
are becoming extinct, and provides 
means for the restriction of traffic in 
dead animals, birds, etc., from state to 
state, the latter provision being in part 
designed to limit the destruction of 
song birds fur the sale of their plumage. 
Among other miscellaneous acts of the 
session are those for the preservation of 
the historic frigate Constitution and for 
extending the work of the twelfth cen­ 
sus. 
Considerable legislation is carried on 
appropriation bills. These provisions in­ 
clude the amendment to the military 
academy bill, making the commanding 
general of the army a lieutenant gen­ 
eral, and the adjutant general of the 
army a major general; also the amend­ 
ment to the sundry civil bill appropriat­ 
ing $5,000,000 for the St. Louis exposi­ 
tion. 
Both of these bills are still pend­ 
ing. 
The naval appropriation bill adds two 
battleships, three 
armored 
cruisers, 
three protected cruisers and five sub­ 
marine boats to the naval strength and 
may include^ spacial legislation, as to 
armor plate and a government plant. 
The other appropriation bills iii the 
main carry the usual government sup­ 
plies. 
The Alaska code bill, giving a com­ 
plete civil system of laws to the terri­ 
tory, has passed both houses aud un­ 
doubtedly will become a law. 
Other measures which have passed 
OIH' house or the other, but which are 
still pending, include those for the elec­ 
tion of senators by the people; authoriz­ 
ing the president to appoint a commit­ 
tee to study commercial conditions in 
China and Japan; for increasing the ef­ 
ficiency of the army by making staff 
service in the corps temporary; extend­ 
ing the eight-hoar law; increasing the 
annual allowance to the militia of the 
country from $400,000 to $1,000,000.

Bombay, June 4.—Louis Klopsch, of 
)7ew York, publisher of The Christian 
Herald, who arrived here May 14 aud 
starti d at once on a tour of the famine 
stricken districts, has returned, after 
traveling through the most sorely smit­ 
ten portions of the Bombay presidency, 
including Gujerat and Barolda. 
He 
makes the following statements regard­ 
ing his observations: 
“ Everywhere I met the most shock­ 
ing and revolting scenes. The famine 
camps have been swept by cholera and 
smallpox. Fugitives, scattered in all 
directions and stricken in flight, were 
Irouud dying in fields 
and roadside 
Aitches. The numbers at one relief sta­ 
ll'rn were increasing at the rate of 10,- 
000 per day. 
“ At Godhera there were 3,000 deaths 
'rom cholera within four days, and at 
Dohad 8,500 in the same period. The

“The condition of the stricken simply 
beggars description* 
Air aud water 
were impregnated with an intolerable 
stench of corpses. 
At Ahmedadab the 
death rate in the poorhouse was IO per 
cent. 
Every day 
saw new patients 
placed face to face with corpses. 
In 
every fourth cot there was a corpse. 
“The thermometer read 115 in the 
shade. 
Millions of Hies hovered around 
the uncleaned dysentery patients. 
“ I visited the smallpox mid cholera 
wards at Viragam. 
All the patients 
were lying on the ground, there being 
no cots. Otherwise their condition was 
fair. 
“ I can fully verify the reports that 
vultures, dogs aud jackals are devour­ 
ing the dead. 
Dogs have been seen 
running about writh children’s limbs in 
their jaws. 
“The government is doing its best, 
but the native officials are hopelessly 
and heartily inefficient. 
Between the 
famine, the plague and the cholera, the 
condition of Bombay Presidency is now 
worse than it has been at any previous

Major M arch’s Men Shot an Officer—Some 
Palier* o f R ebel Leader Found 
In Captured Saddlebag:*. 


Y ig a n , Luzon, June 2, via Manila, 
June 4.—Major March, with his detach­ 
ment of 
the Thirty-third regiment, 
reached Laboagan, where Aguinaldo 
had made his headquarters since March 
6, on May 7. 
Aguinaldo had fled about 
seven hours before, leaving all the 
beaten trails and traveling through the 
forest along the beds of streams. To­ 
ward evening. May 19, Major March 
struck Aguinaldo*8 outpost about a mile 
outside of Lagat, killing fonr Filipinos 
and capturing two. 
From the latter he 
learned that Aguinaldo had camped 
there for the night. 
Al though exhausted and half starved, 
Major March’s men entered Lagat on 
the run. They saw the insurgents scat­ 
tering into the bushes or over the pla­ 
teau. 
A thousand yards beyond the 
town, on the mountainside, the figures 
of 25 Filipinos, dressed in whtte, with 
their leader on a gray horse, were sil­ 
houetted against the sunset. The Ameri­ 
cans fired a volley and saw the officer 
drop from his horse. His followers fled, 
carrying the body. 
The Americans, on reaching the spot, 
caught the horse, which was richly sad­ 
dled. 
Blood from a badly wounded 
man was on the animal and on the 
ground. 
The saddle bags contained 
Aguinaldo^ diary and some private 
papers, including proclamations. One 
of these was addressed: 
“ To the Civilized Nations.” 
It pro­ 
tested ^gainst the American occupation 
of t h e ^Philippines. 
There were also 
found copies of Senator Beveridge’s 
speech, translated into Spanish and en­ 
titled “The Death Knell of the Filipino 
People.” 
Major March beliving that the Fili­ 
pinos had taken to a river which is a 
tributary to the Chico followed it for 
two days roaching Tiao where he learn­ 
ed that a party of Filipinos had de­ 
scended the river May 20 on a raft with 
the body of a wounded man upon a 
litter, covered with palm leaves.

In work actually accom­ 
plished and started toward accomplish­ 
ment, the record of the present session 
Stands well in comparison with the most 
energetic, congresses. 
Our new territorial possessions have 
received much attention and while 
there lins been no definite action as to 
as to the 
Philippines 
or Cuba, a 
form of government, aud a means of 
raising revenue has beeu provided for 
Porte Hico, aud a comprehensive terri­ 
torial form of government has beeu 
given to liawai i. The financial act has 
made important changes in tho laws re­ 
lating to the parity of metals, tho 
bonded indebtedness, national banks 
aud the security of the treasury by a 
gold reserve. 
The Nicaraguan canal 
bill has passed the house and is on tho 
calendar of the senate ready for at ten 
tion when congress reconvenes. 
The 
anti-trust bill is similarly advanced. The 
trust constitutional amendment has a 
defeat recorded against it. 
The Pacific cabio measure has passed 
the senate and is awaiting final action 
in the house. 
Tile exclusion of Brig 
ham H. Robert, from a seat iu the 
house because of his polygamous status, 
the refusal of the senate to admit Mr. 
Quay on appointment of the governor 
of Pennsylvoma, and the sensational 
charge, investigation and developments 
in the senate in tile case of Mr. Clark, 
of Montana, have added some exciting 
personal phases to the session. 
Investi­ 
gations have been profile, including tile 
inquiry iuto the Couer d’Alene nulling 
riots in Idaho, the various inquiries on 
polygamy growing out of the Roberts 
case, aud more recently the senate in­ 
vestigation of t he postal and other ir­ 
regularities in Cuba. 
The total of appropriations canuot yet 
be stated with exactness, as live bills 
are pending, but it is approximately 
$700,000,000 for the session.

DEAD OR WOUNDED. 


MAJor M arch’s M en S hot an Officer—Som e 
Paper* o f R eb el L eader F ou n d 


In C aptured Saddlebags. 


Y io a n , Luzon, June 2, via Manila, 
June 4.—Major March, with his detach­ 
ment of 
the Thirty-third regiment, 
reached Laboagan, where Aguinaldo 
had made his headquarters since March 
6, on May 7. 
Aguinaldo had fled about 
seven hours before, leaving all the 
beaten trails and traveling through the 
forest along the beds of streams. To­ 
ward evening, May 19, Major March 
struck Aguinaldo’s outpost about a mile 
outside of Lagat, killing four Filipinos 
and capturing two. 
From the latter he 
learned that Aguinaldo had camped 
there for the night. 
Al though exhausted and half starved, 
Major March’s men entered Lagat on 
the run. They saw the insurgents scat­ 
tering into the bushes or over the pla­ 
teau. A thousand yards beyond the 
town, on the mountainside, the figures 
of 25 Filipinos, dressed in whtte, with 
their leader on a gray horse, were sil­ 
houetted against the sunset. The Ameri­ 
cans fired a volley and saw the officer 
drop from his horse. His followers fled, 
carrying the body. 
The Americans, on reaching the spot, 
caught the horse, which was richly sad­ 
dled. 
Blood from a badly wounded 
man was on the animal and on the 
ground. 
The saddle bags contained 
Aguinaldo^ diary and some private 
papers, including proclamations. One 
of these was addressed: 
“ To the Civilized Nations.” 
It pro­ 
tested ^gainst the American occupation 
of the ^Philippines. 
There were also 
found copies of Senator Beveridge’s 
speech, translated into Spanish and en­ 
titled -‘The Death Knell of the Filipino 
People.” 
Major March beliving that the Fili­ 
pinos had taken to a river which is a 
tributary to the Chico followed it for 
two days reaching Tiao where he learn­ 
ed that a party of Filipinos had de­ 
scended the river May 20 on a raft with 
the body of a wounded man upon a 
litter, covered with palm leaves.

After Judge 
William H. Taft, president of the com­ 
mission, had replied the commissioners 
returned to the Hancock, where they 
Fill remain until they have selected 
Bai table dwellings on land. 
Pre vious to their landing, the members 
of the Filipino supreme court, the local 
editors and many of the leading mer­ 
chants repaired to the transport, where 
they conversed with the commissioners. 
Rear Admiral Rerney, in command of 
the United States naval forces on the 
Asiatic station, called officially, after 
their return from the trip ashore. To­ 
day Geuerel MacArthur will return the 
call to the commissioners. The family 
of Judge Taft will remain for a while in 
$ Japan. The families of the other corn­ 
ic 
nnssioners arrived with them. 
Judge Taft, speaking in reply to ques­ 
tioning during an interview regarding 
the pawers aud future work of tiiecom- 
mission, said: 
* ‘ We Juave full instructions and exten­ 
sive powers. The latter we shall not 
exercise until we have had ample time 
to acquire sufficient knowledge of the 
situation to enable us to proceed to en­ 
act legislative changes aud reforms, 
preliminary to the establishment of a 
stable civil government. Until we as­ 
sume authority, General MacArthur 
will continue to perform the duties and 
exercise the powders formerly performed 
and exercised by General Otis; and, 
even after we take active and full part 
in the government, General MacArthur 
will continue as the executive head 
until, upon our recommendation 
to 
President McKinley, it shall seem to 
j the president the time has arrived for 
• the appointing of a civil executive and 
for making the military forces merely 
auxiliary in carrying on the civil gov­ 
ernment, to be available only in cases 
of emergency for the suppression of 
lawless violet**} too formidable to be 
overcome by the regularly organized 
local police. 
“ We are aware that there are several 
issues of deep interest to the Filipinos, 
upon which it is our duty rotate action. 
Some of these involve judicial investi­ 
gation aud decisions upon legal rights. 
Others call for the careful exercise of 
political power iu order to secure equit­ 
able adjustments. Upon the latter class 
of issues we cannot now speak. 
“Representing the sovereignty of the 
United States in the Philippines, which 
h is the purpose of our government to 
maintain we are here to do justice to 
the Filipinos and to secure for them tho 
4 best goverment in our power and such 
W a measure of popular control as is con­ 
sistent w ith the stability and security of 
law , order and property, 
We are civil 
officers, men of peace’. 
The field of 
our work is necessarily confined to re­ 
cons where the armed enemy has 
©eased his ooeratious 
We cannot deal 


with armed meu. 
General Mac Art our 
aud the army will do that. 
“ When those now in arms shall have 
find them down, relying, as they cer­ 
tainly eau, upon tin* justice, generosity 
and clemency of the United States, we 
shall give them all a full hearing upon 
Hie policy to be pursued aud tile reforms 
to be initiated. 
We purpose to inaugu­ 
rate as comprehensive a school system 
throughout the islands as circumstances 
will allow. I nm surprised that Ma­ 
nila has not received news regarding the 
Spooner bill, a measure calculated to 
help us greatly iu our work here.” 
Wlnle iii Hongkong the commission­ 
ers questioned Armacho aud members 
of the wealthy Cortez family regarding 
Filipino affairs not covered by the Kili- 
piuo junta there. 
The F'liipiuos in 
Manila were anxiously, aud even ner­ 
vously awaiting a formal statement by 
the commission regarding its future 
policy. Everything the commissioners 
said or did ou the subject was carefully 
considered. 
Cablegrams from Hong­ 
kong had been published here to the 
effect that the commission would not 
assume control until September. 
This report, coupled with the state­ 
ment that Washington approved Gen­ 
eral Mac Art bur’s plan of campaign, has 
created considerable excitement in Fili­ 
pino circles, wrhere it has been expected 
that immediate changes of policy aud 
action would follow the arrival of the 
commission. It should be understood 
that the foregoing declaration of Judge 
Taft was iu no sense intended as a 
proclamation.

Winle iii Hongkong the commission­ 
ers questioned Armacho aud members 
of the wealthy Cortez family regarding 
Filipino affairs not covered by the Fili­ 
pino junta there. 
The Filipinos in 
Manila were anxiously, and even ner­ 
vously awaiting a formal statement by 
the commission regarding its future 
policy. 
Everything the commissioners 
said or did on the subject was carefully 
considered. 
Cablegrams from Hong­ 
kong had been published here to the 
effect that the commission would not 
assume control until September. 
This report, coupled with the state­ 
ment that Washington approved Gen­ 
eral Mac A rthur’s plan of campaign, has 
created considerable excitement iii Fili­ 
pino circles, where it has been expected 
that immediate changes of policy aud 
action would follow the arrival of the 
commission. 
It should be understood 
that the foregoing declaration of Judge 
Taft was in no sense intended as a 
proclamation.

for making the m ilitary forces merely 
auxiliary in carrying on the civil gov­ 
ernment, to be available only in cases 
of emergency for the suppression of 
lawless violence too formidable to be 
overcome by the regularly organized 
local police. 
“ We are aware th at there are several 
issues of deep interest to the Filipinos, 
upon which it is our duty to tase action. 
Some of these involve judicial investi­ 
gation and decisions upon legal rights. 
Others call for the careful exercise of 
political power in order to secure equit­ 
able adjustments.

HE WON THE CASE. 


A S to r y o f L in c o ln '* W o n d e r f u l M en* 
t a i a u d P h y s ic a l A b ilit y . 
Professor Stevens was once work­ 
ing ui» a mining case for the govern­ 
ment in a western state where Mr. 
Lincoln was practicing law. 
Mr. Lin­ 
coln at the time was comparatively un­ 
known in law and politics. 
When the 
professor engaged 
his room in tile 
crowded country h o te l, he found that 
I, Mr. L in c o ln was to occupy one bed 
in the room. im there was no other 
place where he coaid lie accommodat­ 
ed. After arranging his books the pro­ 
fessor settled down in an easy chair to 
prepare his brief. 
Mr. Lincoln soon ’came in and made 
himself known. 
He said he also had 
to spend the evening making up an 
argument upon a mining case, aud he 
knew less about mines than about any­ 
thing else. 
Iii an hour the professor 
finished his work aud retired, but be­ 
fore he did so lie granted his room­ 
mate the privilege of using all his 
books, maps aud papers upon mines 
and mining. 
Theu he went to sleep, 
and when be awoke at 7 til? next 
morning he found Mr. Lincoln just 
where he had left him poring over 
his books and papers. 
The lamp was 
still burning, although it was day­ 
light 
As Professor Stevens’ case did not 
come up the next day he attended the 
court to bear Mr. Lincoln present his 
arguments. 
He reached the scene in 
time for the opening speech by his 
roommate, and he staid all through 
the session. 
Although Mr. Lincoln spoke for over 
an hour on the technicalities of mines 
and mining, he (lid not make a single 
mistake. 
He cross examined some 
half dozen surveyors and engineers and 
in every case puzzled and embarrassed 
them with his knowledge of the sub­ 
ject. Of course he won the case. But 
Professor Stevens said that everybody 
in the court believed he bad been grad­ 
uated in mining engineering and baa 
devoted years to the study of the sci 
ence.—Saturday Evening Post.

SETTING TIRES. 


T h e O ld W a y o f S h r in k in g T h e m • a 
a n d ( lie M o d ern W a y . 
The old way of putting a tire on a 
wheel was to shrink it on. 
The tire 
w’as made j ’.’A t a H ide smaller than the 
wheel and then heated, with I he result 
of expanding it slightly. 
When thus 
healed it was crowded down over tile 
rim of the wheel and then cooled with 
water to keep it from burning the 
wheel and also to contract it. 
Cool­ 
ing, it was shrunk on to bind the wheel 
tightly. The modern way of putting a 
tire on a wheel is with a hydraulic 
tire setting press. 
By this method the tire is made just 
a tritie larger than the wheel, so that 
it will go over the rim freely. 
The 
bed of this press, upon which the 
wheel lies horizontally, with an open­ 
ing at the center for the hub, is com­ 
posed of 18 sections, radiating from 
the center and in shape like the spaces 
between the spokes of a wheel. 
The 
outer end of each section is turned up­ 
ward, tile turned up ends making a 
continuous flange, or collar, all around 
the bed of the press. Each one of the 
sections has under it a hydraulic cylin­ 
der, and tile sections are all arranged 
to work to a common center. 
In use 
the wheel is laid on the press with the 
cold tire around it within that turned 
up collar, or flange, around the edge. 
When the press is set in operation, the 
collar, or Gauge, is irresistibly contract­ 
ed. When it comes in contact with the 
tire around the wTheel. it does not bring 
up against it, but keeps on contracting 
just the same, now contracting the 
tire as well aud setting it upon the 
w’heel, the pressure being continued 
until the wheel itself has been brought 
to the requisite degree of dishing.— 
New York Sun.

SETTING TIRES. 


T h e O ld W a y o f S h r l n k l u a T h e m a n 
a n d ( lie M o d e r n W a y . 
The old way of putting a tire on a 
wheel was to shrink it on. 
The tire 
w as made 
ti tribe smaller than the 
wheel and then heated, with the result 
of expanding it slightly. 
W hen thus 
heated it was crowded down over the 
rim of the wheel aud then cooled with 
water to keep it from burning the 
wheel and also to contract it. 
Cool­ 
ing. it was shrunk on to bind the wheel 
tightly. 
The modern way of putting a 
tire on a wheel is with a hydraulic 
tire setting press. 
By this method the tire is made just 
a trifle larger than the wheel, so that 
it will go over the rim freely. 
The 
bed of this press, upon which the 
wheel lies horizontally, with an open­ 
ing at the center for the hub, is com­ 
posed of 18 sections, radiating from 
the center and in shape like the spaces 
between the spokes of a wheel. 
The 
outer end of each section is turned up­ 
ward, the turned up ends making a 
continuous flange, or collar, all around 
the bed of the press. 
Each one o f the 
sections has under it a hydraulic cylin­ 
der, and the sections are all arranged 
to work to a common center. 
In use 
the wheel is laid on the press with the 
cold tire around it within that turned 
uf) collar, or bange, around the edge. 
When the press is set in operation, the 
collar, or flauge, is irresistibly contract­ 
ed. 
When it comes in contact with the 
tire around the wheel, It does not bring 
up against it. but keeps on contracting 
just the same, now contracting the 
tire as well anti setting it upon the 
wheel, the pressure being continued 
until the wheel itself has been brought 
to the requisite degree of dishing.— 
New York Sun.
